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AB STRACT 

Twenty eight species of liverworts and homworts have been recorded from Doon valley. 

Of these, Fossombronia pusilla (L.) Dumort. and Riccia cruciata Kashyap are new record for 
western Himalaya. Three species viz. Monosolenium tenerum Griff., Riccia frostii Austin and 
Riccia sorocarpa Bisch. are new record for Uttarakhand, while 15 species are recorded for 
the first time from Doon valley. 


INTRODUCTION 

Situated between the coordinates 30°00' - 30°30'N and 77°30' - 78°45'E, Doon valley covers an 
area of about 1280 sq km with altitude varying from 250-990 m. The Himalaya in North and the Siwalik 
ranges in South, river Ganges in the East and Yamuna in the West bound the valley. The climate in 
the area is relatively moderate, with summer temperature usually ranging between 20.5-34.9°C 
(occasionally reaching up to 41 °C), whereas during winter months it ranges between 5.8-21.9°C 
(sometimes falling to -1.1°C). The average annual rainfall is approximately 2000-2125 mm and the 
relative humidity ranges from 77-90 % during monsoon to 30-48 % during summer. Doon valley, as 
defined here, includes the entire stretch of land bounded on the North by Rajpur, the South by 
Mohand Pass, the East by Song river and the West by Tons river. Few bryologically interesting 
localities of the valley are Sahastradhara, Kuwanwala, Mothoronwala, New Forest, Tapkeshwar and 
Robber’s Cave. 

There are scanty reports of the liverworts (Hepaticae) and homworts (Anthocerotae) from Doon 
valley through the publications of Kashyap (1929), Hattori and Thaithong (1978), Sharma and 
Srivastava (1993), Srivastava and Dixit (1996) and Singh and Semwal (2000, 2001). However, there are 
no consolidated record of liverworts and homworts known so far from this valley. The present study 
records 28 species of liverworts and homworts belonging to 20 genera and 14 families from Doon 
valley. Of these 24 species in 12 families belong to Hepaticae and four species in two families belong 
to Anthocerotae. Marchantiales with 15 taxa is the largest order in Doon valley followed by 
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Jungermanniales with five taxa, whereas Metzgeriales and Anthocerotales are represented by four taxa 
each. Among the families, Aytoniaceae and Ricciaceae are represented by five species each, whereas 
the others by one or two species each in the area. The study has resulted into 15 new records for the 
Doon valley. Fossombronia pusilla (L.) Dumort. and Riccia cruciata Kashyap are recorded for the 
first time from Western Himalaya. While, three species viz. Monosolenium tenerum Griff., Riccia frostii 
Austin and Riccia sorocarpa Bisch. are new records for Uttarakhand. 

The families are arranged as per classification of Schuster (1984). All the specimens have been 
deposited in the Cryptogamic section of the herbarium of Botanical Survey of India, Northern Circle, 
Dehradun (BSD).
